WASHINGTON, Nv. 10 (AP)— 
Prime Ministers Clement Attlee 
and W. L. Mackenzie King came 
to Washington today for ‘an his- 
toric conference with President 
Truman on the future of atomic 


energy. 

With their arrival, the White 
House announced that Truman 
would begin his discussions with 
the Briitsh and Canadian leaders 
immediately after a White House 
luncheon. 

Eben Ayers, assistant press sec- 
retary, told reporters that the 
President had “a very definite 
agenda laid out” for the ccenfer- 
ence. He gave no details, how- 
ever. 

Arrangements will be made at 
the-initia meeting for further talks, 
Ayers said. It already had been 
announced that the conferees will 
carry their conversation to the 
yacht Sequoia during an Armistice 
day cruise tomorrow on the Po- 
tomac. 

Invited to the White House 
luncheon and to the first confer- 
ence were Secretary of State 
Byrnes; Lord Halifax, British Am- 
-bassador; Adm. William D. Leahy, 
chief of staff to the President; 
LesterB.. F , Canadian am- 
bassador, and 5 H. Rowan, Attlee’s 
rivate secretary. 

. Attlee’s plane landed at 9:32 
a.m. at the National Airport. He 
left England at 1:30 p.m. yester- 
day, flying by way of Newfound- 
land. : 

As he stepped from the Ameri- 
can-made Skymaster, Attlee was 
greeted by Byrnes, Lord Halifax 
aed other British and American 
officials. These included Brig. Gen. 
Harry Vaughan, President Tru- 
man’s miiltary aid. 

Halifax, first to meet Attlee, es- 
coyted him to Byrnes, who shook 
hands warmly. 

Attlee told Byrnes that the 20- 
hour journey, on the whole, had 
been a nice one. A chill wind was 
blowing and skies were gray as the 
head of the British Labor Gov- 
ernment arrived.

Until such an organization or 
method is perfected, he said, “we 
must be the strongest nation on 
earth so that no other nation will 
attack us. We must continue to 
provide our armed forces with 
the most modern scientific weap- 
ons, including the atomic bomb.” 

A graduate of Cornell University 
and West Point, Col. Nichols was 
assigned ¢o the Manhattan district 
in June 1942 and was in charge of 
setting up facilities for the manu- 
facture of materials for the atomic 
bomb. 

Guests at the meeting, attended 
by about 60 Cornell alumni, were 
Dr. Arthur H, Compton, chancellor 
of Washington University, and Dr. 
Charles A. Thomas, vice president 
of Monsanto Chemical Co., both of 
whom were among the key scien- 
tists who worked on development 
of the bomb. 


EVA BRAUN WROTE 
FAMILY OF PLAN 
TO DIE WITH HITLER 


Farewell Letter Relating 
Agreement Found in Pos- 
session of Sister. 


GARMISCH PARTENKIRCH- 
EN, Germany, Nov. 10 (AP)—Eva 
Braun wrote a_ farewell letter 
from Berlin last April 23, saying 
she and Adolf Hitler had aban- 
doned hope and had decided that 
neither of them would be captured 
alive, her sister, Mrs. Margaret 
Gretl Fegelien, has disclosed. 

The letter was ferreted out by 
the Counter-Intelligence Corps 
after an attempt at concealment 
by Mrs. Fegelien, who insists it 
was “looted by American soldiers,” 
thus spoiling her plan to sell it 
and others for publication. 

Members of Eva Braun’s. fam- 
ily, now living in a single room in 
the village of Ruhpoling, claim all 
they got out of the Fuehrer was 
two gifts, a silver bowl and a 
watch—both since taken by Amer- 
ican soldiers. 

“Now the neighbors all hate us 
because of the close connection 
with Hitler,” complained Eva’s 
father, Fritz Braun, a former 
Munich manual training teacher, 
now working as a carpenter, 

He said he had hated Hitler for 
years for taking his daughter but 
“finally we had to become recon- 
ciled to the situation.” He never 
rose higher than a block worker 
in the Nazi party. 


they are sure Eva and Hitler are 
dead. The parents maintain Eva's 
romance with Hitler was 
idealistic love,” but her last letter 
showed that she was not blind to 
the monetary value of her posi- 
tion. She urged her sister to

The men executed were Joseph

| Seipel, Johann Opper and Philip 
Gulich. Wearing prison clothes 
‘and white skull caps, they were 
permtited to make last statements 
as they stood on the gallows. 

The five were convicted at Darm- 
stadt last July 25. Of the 11 de- 
fendants in the case, one was ac- 
quitted, two were sentenced to 
five years imprisonment, one to 15 
years and two women were sen-, 
tenced to be hanged, The sentences 
of the women were commuted to 
30 years imprisonment,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP)— 
|\Secretary of the Navy Forrestal 
protested to Secretary of War 
Patterson yesterday about state- 
ments of Lt. Gen. James H. 
'Doolittle in testimony in support 
of consolidation of the Army and 
Navy. 
| Forrestal told Patterson in a4 
letter that “if we allow an honest 
| difference over principle to degen- 
erate into an exchange of person- 
alities, we shall do irreparable 
harm to the end which we all 
seek in the name of national se- 
curity: the comradeship of all 
branches of the armed services.” 

When Doolittle was before the 
Senate Military Committee yester- 
day Senator Hill (Dem.), Ala- 
-bama, remarked that Adm, Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz had said seapower 
‘brought surrender of the Jap- 
-anese, and that Adm. Marc Mit- 
scher had credited Navy carrier- 
based airplanes with winning the 
Pacific air war. 

The former Eighth Air Force 
commander said: “Adm. Nimitz 
and Adm, Mitscher are great com- 
manders, but this war was won 
by teamwork, Each of the three 
agencies did its best. No single 
agency alone was responsible. 

“I do feel very strongly it was 
not seapower that compelled 
Japan to sue for peace and that 
it was not carrier strength that 
won the air war. 

“Our B-29 boys are resting un- 
easily in their graves as a result 
of those two comments,” 

Forrestal’s Reply. 
Forrestal, in his letter to Pat- 
terson, said: 

“For some time, I have been 
concerned about the tone of the 
testimony which Army and Navy 
officers have been giving before 
the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee on the merger of the War 
and Navy departments and this 
morning an incident occurred 
which finally prompts me to write 
you this letter. 

“During his testimony _ this 
morning, Lt. Gen. Doolittle, refer- 
ring to statements made by Ad- 
mirals Nimitz and Mitscher about 
the role of .ea power in the Pa- 
cific, said: 

“‘Our B-29 boys are probably 
resting uneasily in their graves as 
a result of those statement.’ Gen. 
Doolittle also referred to argu- 
ments advanced by witnesses be- 
fore the committee as ‘hypocrisy.’ 
As civilain head of the naval serv- 
ice I should not let charges 
against high-ranking naval offi- 
cers of hypocrisy or partisanship 
to the point of callousness go 
unnoticed. But to avoid adding 
to the undesirable heat which it 
seems to me has already entered 
these deliberations, I refrain from 
making any direct reply. More- 
over, the Navy air-sea rescue rec-

STRIKE AT FORD 


PLANTS VOTED FOR 


BY MAJORITY OF 
ALMOST 11 10 


Margin Much Larger 
Than in Chrysler, G. M. 
Balloting — Union 
Again Rejects General 
Motors Offer. 


DETROIT, Nov. 10 (AP)—Ford 
Motor Co. workers have voted 
nearly 11 to 1 in favor of strike 
action to support demands of the 
CIO United Auto Workers for a 
30 per cent wage increase. 

The National Labor Relations 
Board announced today that of 
46,558 Ford workers in the three- 
day election, 42,235 cast ballots in 
favor of a strike, 3951 against, 
and 372 votes were void. The com- 
pany employs about 150,000 per- 
sons. Eligible to vote were 83,561. 


The. heavy majority favoring a 
strike if necessary was the great- 
est in the “Big Three” automobile 
companies where NLRB strike 
votes have been taken, 

General Motors Corp. workers 
voted nearly 6 to 1 for a strike, 
and the Chrysler Corp. ratio was 
8 to 1 for a strike, in elections last 
month, 

Union leaders have emphasized 
that the vote does not necessarily 
mean a strike will be called. The 
union petitioned for «the strike 
election when it presented its 
wage increase demands to the in- 
dustry, but said every effort 
would be made to settle the dis- 
pute peacefully. 

Union Again Rejects G.M. Offer. 

The union yesterday again re- 
jected an offer from General Mo- 
tors for an 8 to 10 per cent “cost 
of living’ wage increase, and the 
Automobile Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation renewed its attack on a 
Department of Commerce report 
that the automobile’ industry 
could increase wages 25 per cent 
in two years, 

A statement from George Rom- 
ney, general manager of the as- 
sociation, challenged man-hour 
productivity figures in the report 
and asserted the Department of 
Commerce would “do well to base 
its future reports on facts, rather 
than assumptions.” 

He added that continuing de- 
clines in worker productivity would 
affect adversely the industry’s 
ability to pay higher wages, even 
though the industry is laying plans 
for higher output than ever be- 
fore. 

The Commerce Department re- 
port was based largely on expecta- 
tion of a sharp rise in production, 
which, it was stated, would carry 
profits upward. 

Offer Called “Economie Poison.” 

Union rejection of the General 
Motors wage proposal was con- 
tained in a brief filed at the re- 
sumption of negotiations over the 
union’s demand for a 30 per cent 
wage boost. 

The corporation’s proposal, for 
a wage increase to cover upturns 
in cost of living since Jan. 1, 1941, 
is “pure economic poison,” the 
union brief asserted. 

It would mean unemployment, 
the union said, “in the automo- 
bile industry, a return within 
three years to the three-or-four- 
day week and six-months’ working 
year for those who get jobs at 
Oi sie = 
“Unemployment and shrinkage 
of purchasing power among wage 
earners, farmers, professional peo- 
ple and over-saving by manage- 
ment and stockholders of big cor- 
porations,” 

This, the brief continued, would 
result in “chronic mass unemploy- 
ment, scarcity in the midst of 
over-production and want in the 
midst of surpluses.” 

Comment on Company ‘Policy.’ 

The union charged that Feneral 
Motors’ wage-price-profit policy 
“as stated in the corporation’s 
brief in the course of negotiations 
and in letters and nationwide ad- 
vertisements, is: 

“‘High’ wages—but 23 per cent 
less than enough to maintain G.M. 
workers’ take-home pay equal in 
purchasing power to 1944; 

“Prices—as high as the traffic 
will bear; 

“*Reasonable profits’--whatever 
is left after wages, materials and 
parts, costs, etc.; 

“Prices and profits — 
labor’s business; 

“Profits and costs — nobody’s 
business but the corporation’s.” 
“We hope,” the union statement 
said, “some responsible persons

Last of Troops to Be Out

CHUNGKING, Nov. 10 (AP)— 


Lt. Gen, Albert C. Wedemeyer, 
commander of American forces in 
China, predicted today that all 
United States forces in China 
would be out of the country by 
early spring, and asserted flatly 
that the United States would not 
help Chinese troops occupy Man- 
churia. 

He emphatically declared at a 
press conference’ that United 
States forces and resources were 
“not being employed to assist the 
Central Government against dis- 
sident groups.” Expressing re- 
gret over isolated clashes between 
his men and the “dissident” forces, 
he asserted that in no instance 
had the Americans taken the in- 
itiative. 

Meanwhile, Chinese Communists 
today made a new charge of 
American intervention, asserting 
that United States forces last Mon- 
day served an ultimatum ordering 
the Communists troops to with- 
draw 100 kilometers from either 
side of the Peiping-Mukden rajl- 
road. The spokesman said the 
ultimatum was turned down and 
that nothing has happened. 
Manchuria Not a U.S. Problem. 

Wedemeyer told the reporters 
that difficulties in debarkation 
of Chinese nationalist troops in 
Soviet-secured Manchuria are 
matters between the Chinese and 
Soviet governments, He made it 
clear that United States forces 
would not operate in Manchuria, 
but said American cadres would 
accompany Chinese troops to a 
port of debarkation there if ar- 
rangements were made with Soviet 
authorities. 

“We won't be able to move Chi- 
nese troops to Manchuria by air,” 
he continued. “The Chinese them- 
selves can do that.”

BERLIN, Nov. 10 (AP)—Orders 
for nearly $10,000 worth of flow- 
ers a day are being radioed to 
wives, sweethearts and mothers of 
American soldiers, now barred 
from sending home stacks of 
American dollars converted from 
bigger stacks of German occupa- 
tion marks. 

New currency exchange regula- 
tions, effective today, put a stoy to 
a 40-day gold rush in which the 
troops converted millions of dollars 
in marks into postal money orders. 

Many soldiers turned to a com- 
munications office, which insti- 
tuted a trans-Atlantic floral deliv- 
ery service, anticipating “about 50 
orders a week.” 

Limited to a $10 minimum and 
$25 maximum, orders are pouring 
in at the rate of about 400 to 500 
daily. 

There was a final scramble yes- 
terday in all of Berlin’s postoffices 
by soldiers trying to beat the dead- 
line and send their marks home in 
the form of dollars. One office 
alone did $200,000 worth of busi- 
ness. 

The last 40 days, was the final 
period in which American person- 
nel could send home ‘what they 
certified was three months accu- 
mulated pay and other funds “de- 
rived from legal sources.”

Atomic Age, Senator|@ 


Says—Suggests Russia 
Might Be Isolated if 


Reluctant. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 10 (AP)— 
Senator Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, 
believes the United Nations char- 
ter is “pitifully inadequate” in the 
atomic age and wants a new in- 
ternational conference to strength- 
en it to a “super-state.” 

Speaking before the Cincinnati 
Foreign Policy Institute last night, 
he proposed that the United States, 
Britain and Canada take the lead 
in calling a conference at which 
the delegates would be “half poli- 
ticians and half scientists.” 

Ball suggested to anyone who 
might wonder whether Russia 
would agree that the Soviet lead- 
ers were “tough-minded realists.” 

“Perhaps an invitation to Rus- 
sia’s leaders and scientists to ob- 
serve a demonstration of the 
atomic bomb dropped in Siberia 
might help,” he said. “As a last 
resort, there is always the possi- 
bility of organizing the rest of the 
world and leaving Russia in self- 
imposed isolation.” 

“We talk one world,” he said, 
“but we do not act as it is one 

world.” 
Would End Veto Power. 

Ball proposed the following six 
major changes in the United Na- 
tions organization: 

“The veto power of any one 
of the five permanent members 
of the security council must be 
eliminated, and decision to take 
action against a threatened ag- 
gression made by a majority 
vote of six or seven members, 
with any member nation direct- 
ly involved in the issue not per- 
mitted to vote... 

“We must create a true inter- 
national police force, composed 
of quotas of various nations 
thoroughly mixed and under an 
international] command... This 
force should occupy key ‘bases 

and strong points throughout 
the world and no individual na- 
tion should be permitted to have 
military bases outside its own 
territory. ... 

“The international force should 
have the only legal and author- 
ized stockpile of ogg bombs 
permitted in the world. . All 
manufacture of such " ‘bombs 
should be under the _ strictest 
supervision of the security coun- 
cil. 

Exchange of Scientific Data. 

“The charter should provide 
for the complete interchange of 
all scientific knowledge, includ- 
ing military applications as well 
as all others, among all member 
nations, and for the free in- 
spection by scientists and others 
acting as agents of the United 
Nations, of any and all activi- 
ties in every nation.... 

“The security council should 
be authorized and directed, the 
instant any nation violates the 
agreement on free interchange 
of knowledge by closing its bor- 
ders or refusing complete free- 
dom of inspection, to order the 
international police force to 
move in on such nation and dis- 
cover and destroy any secret 
preparations for war being 
made... 

“We should rewrite the trus- 
teeship provisions of the char- 
ter and place directly under its 
administration such trouble spots 
of the world as Java, Indochina, 
Korea, Trieste, Palestine and 
perhaps even Austria and Bul- 
garia. At the same time, it 
might be a good idea to turn 
over to the United Nations the 
administration and occupation 
of Germany and Japan.” 

Sacrifice of Sovereignty. 

Ball said he recognized the or- 
ganization he proposed would be 
a “super-state.” He added: 

“We would have government on 
the world level, and the United 
States National Government, like 
those of all other nations, would 
in the field of war and prepara- 
tions for war be inferior and sub- 
ject to the United Nations. 

“So what? Are we going to be 
frightened by mere words into 
disregarding the realities of the 
world in which we live?” 


PARIS CHOSEN UNITED NATIONS 
EDUCATIONAL HEADQUARTERS 


LONDON, Nov. 10 (AP)—Dele- 
gates from 43 countries voted to- 
day to make Paris the permanent 
headquarters of the newly estab- 
lished United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organiza- 
tion (UNESCO). 

The decision was reached five 
days after the 250 delegates as- 
sembled, and it virtually completed 
their work. Tentative plans call for 
the first Paris meeting in May. 
Meanwhile a temporary commis- 
sion has power to aid educational 
rehabilitation in war-devastated re- 
gions.

must be some quick terminal point 
in grievance procedure. A _ pro- 
vision for deciding grievances 
based on contract interpretations 
is needed, Tavlor said. 

“A great number of strikes oc- 
cur under existing agreements,” 
said Taylor, “but we can’t say 
there won't be strikes unless there 
is somebody to say this is how 
such and such a clause is to be 
determined in the contract. It is 
pretty generally agreed that we 
must have no-strike, no-lockout 
clauses; that it is almost stand- 
ard now.”

armed services. Some surplus war 
housing units are now available 
at Wentzville. They were erected 
to provide housing facilities for 
workers at the Weldon Spring 
TNT plant. 

Private Financing Proposed. 

Because the city is without 
funds for the purpose, Stemmler 
suggested that Smith inquire 
among members of the Chamber's 
board of directors to determine 
whether funds necessary to finance 
the venture could be obtained 
from private sources. 

At least $500,000 would be need- 
ed to finance initial phases of the 
project, Stemmler estimated. That 
amount would provide about 330 
single units at an average cost of 
about $1500 each, or 200 dual units 
at an average cost og $2500 each. 

Stemmler suggested a financing 
plan under which private citizens 
would lend the money for emer- 
gency housing facilities for vet- 
erans, The St. Louis Housing Au- 
thority would supervise the ven- 
ture so as to liquidate the cost in 
a short period of time without 
loss to the lendes. The venture 
would be operated without profit. 
He suggested that some citizens 
might wish to give instead of lend- 
ing the money. Any surplus funds 
at tif® end of the venture would 
revert to the authority. 

The houSing units would be 
rented to veterans or distressed 
families of veterans at rentals es- 
tablished by the Office of Price 
Administration. 

Mayor, Others Back Plan. 

Stemmler said many sites are 
available in St. Louis for the erec- 
tion of the temporary structures 
and that the plan has the approval 
of Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, Di- 
rector of Public Safety Charles J. 
Riley and E. J. Russell, chairman 
of the City Plan Commission. 

He has discussed the plan with 
members of his staff and with 
members of the staff of the indus- 
trial division of the Chamber of 
Commerce, Stemmler said. 

“We believe that if we could 
provide emergency housing for the 
returning veteran the other phases 
of the emergency housing problem 
would take care of themselves,” 
he stated.

IN $300,000 SUIT

spiracy to Entice Away 
His Employes. 


A suit, seeking $300,000 damages, 
was filed in Circuit Court today 
by Joseph F. Laskowitz, proprietor 
of an upholstery company bearing 
his name at 3513 North Florissant, 
against the Upholsterers’ Interna- 
tional Union of North America, 
Local 21, three of the union’s offi- 
cers and two upholstering com- 
panies. 

Laskowitz charged in the suit 
that the union officers entered in 
a conspiracy with the competitive 
companies, the Paul Davis Uphol- 
stering Co., Inc., 5626 Gravois ave- 
nue, and the Manne Bros. Furni- 
ture Co., 1043 Big Bend road, 
Richmond Heights, to “entice 
workers away” from him. The 
suit charges that the two compa- 
nies violated the national stabili- 
zation act by paying more than 
allowed by the War Labor Board. 

The suit alleges that the con- 
spiracy culminated last month in 
the union officers refusing to ne- 
gotiate a contract with Laskowitz 
because he had filed a complaint 
against the union and the com- 
panies with the WLB. After re- 
fusing to negotiate a contract, 
union officers warned his em- 
ployes that they could not work 
for him because it was not a 
union shop, Laskowitz charged. 

Laskowitz charged that in Octo- 
ber, 1944, he entered in a contract 
with the union calling for the 
payment of $1.23% cents an hour 
to journeymen upholsterers. In 
January of this year, he and the 
other two companies joined the 
union in a voluntary application 
to the WLB to increase the wage 
scale. The WLB last March ap- 
proved an increase to $1.48 an 
hour. 

Says Others Paid More. 

However, the suit charges, the 
two companies and the union of- 
ficers conspired te injure his busi- 
ness. The companies started pay- 
ing 2 cents an hour more than 
approved by the WLB, and the 
business agent of the union, 
Charles H. Muench, urged his em- 
ployes to quit their jobs and take 
jobs with one of the other two 
companies. 

Francis M. O'Brien, attorney for

his most unusual target when 
shallow water off the coast of 
Japan prevented him from shell- 
ing a train. 

The 32-year-old Annapolis grad- 
uate, who is visiting his mother, 
Mrs. Thomas S. Baskett, 18 Brent- 
moor Park, Clayton, spent a total 
of four months on several patrols 
within sight of the coast of Japan. 
His last two commands, the Tau- 
tog and the Tench, 310-footers 
with 10 torpedo tubes and 65-inch 
deck guns, harassed enemy ship- 
ping from Hokkaido to Nagasaki. 
The train wags a tempting target 
of opportunity. 

“IT saw it rolling 
wanted to give the boys a mg at 
it, but the water proved too shal- 
low to permit us to get in effec- 
tive range,” he explained.

Half an hour after leaving the 
harbor, and while still on the sur- 
face, the submarine came under 
observation of an enemy plane, 
but escaped by diving. 

Holder of two Navy Crosses, the 
Silver Star and the Bronze Star, 
Comdr. Baskett was graduated 
from Annapolis in 1935 and went 
into submarines four years later. 
On Dec. 7, 1941, he was executive 
officer of the 844, a World War I 
type submarine, which at that 
eventful moment was high and 
dry in the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard. A month later the S44 was 
on its way to Australia, and in 
April, 1942, was depth-bombed 
three times while on lone patrols 
off Rabaul, New Britain. The S44 
was shifted to the Solomons, and 
patrolled 6ff Guadalcanal before

‘Alexander’s Ragtime

The three members of the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the Second District spent 
this morning watching a motion 
picture at the Art Theater, 3143 
Olive street, but it was in the line 
of duty.

The 
company had no access to the 
book, he said, and if any copying 
had been done it had been the 
alteration of the book by Miss 
Cooper after the picture had ap- 
peared. He also argued that cer- 
tain records introduced as evi- 
dence showed indications they had 
been changed from their original 
form. 

J. Porter Henry, attorney for 
Miss Cooper, listed a number of 
sequences from the book and pic- 
ture ‘which he said showed the 
book had been used in the film’s 
preparation. Neither the book nor 
the records were altered by any- 
One in anticipation a suit would 
be filed, he said. The company 
previously stated that Henry “had 
no part in any ... impropriety.” 

The members of the court who 
viewed the picture this morning 
were Judge John B. Sanborn of 
St. Paul, Minn., Judge J. W. Wood- 
rough of Omaha, Neb., and Judge 
Harvey M. Johnsen of Kansas

Unequal Representation 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I congratulate you upon your endeav- 
ors to bring to the attention of the pub- 
lic the facts about the necessity for 
streamlining Congress. But I trust you 
will not forget the basic fact that the 
House of Representatives is designed 
primarily to represent the people, and 
that hence the size of congressional dis- 
tricts is a matter of acute concern. 

There are 50 congressional districts 
out of the 435 of them (excluding Ne- 
vada, North Dakota, New Mexico and 
Arizona, the latter three of which elect 
two members each at large) which are 
smaller than 200,000 in population or 
larger than 400,000. Of these, 19 are 
smaller than 200,000 and 31 are larger 
than 400,000 (13 of these over 500,000). 

Of the states having districts under 
200,000, only Ohio and Illinois have more 
than one such district. Ohio has five 
and Illinois has seven; together they 
have 63 per cent of all the undersized 
districts. Small! rural districts outnum- 
ber small “city” districts 15 to four. 

In the 31 districts over 400,000, Ohio 
has five and Illinois six; together these 
two states have over a third of the 
oversized districts. Among the large 
districts, 21 at present are Democrat- 
ic and 10 are Republican; 21 are city 
districts, while 10 of these are mainly 
country districts. Republicans usually 
achieve gerrymandering by assigning 
large city districts to Democratic vot- 
ers, thus lumping a lot ef Democrats 
together where they are liable to do 
the least amount of harm. 

To have il per cent of our congres- 
gional districts well-nigh 100,000 away 
from the ideal ratio is a fact not repre- 
sentative of the best in a representative 
democracy. Before we can achieve a 
truly honest streamlined Congress, we 
must have better-proportioned congres- 


sional districts,

Is the GI Bill Enough? 


The Senate has voted changes in the GI Bill of 
Rights extending educational benefits to older 
veterans and liberalizing the loan provisions of 
the original law. Giving school and college 
privileges to ex-service men, whether or not 
military service interrupted their education, and 
the increase of Government allowances for 
education constitute fair and generous decisions. 
They widen opportunity for making a good start 
in civilian life. 

The same purpose animates the Senate decision 
to ease restrictions on veterans’ loans, which 
may be 50 per cent Government-guaranteed up 
to $4000. Such borrowed funds would be made 
available to men going into business, for work- 
ing capital and inventory. The amortization per- 
iod for the loans is increased. And a provision 
of the original law requiring loans be used only 
for purchases at a “reasonable, normal value’ is 
changed to omit the word “normal.” 

The effect of this will be to make the Govern- 
ment guarantee available on loans for purchases 
of real estate and equipment at prices which, up 
to now, appraisers have considered not normal, 
but inflationary. However praiseworthy the Sen- 
ate’s motive may have been in making this 
change, the possibility of serious future conse- 
quences may not be overlooked. 

Assume the case of a veteran who has to buy 
a house. He has to buy because—in St. Louis, 
at any rate—there is nothing to rent. He has 
to buy, moreover, at a price more than 50 per 
cent above the normal value of the property. 
What is the fair solution to this problem, one 
that is a pressing source of anxiety to thousands 
of returning soldiers? : 

Does it really help to make a loan easier for 
him to get? Will he not, in a few years, find 
himself saddled with payments of interest and 
principal out of all proportion to the resale 
value of his property and, as inflation passes, 
beyond his ability to pay? 

The fact is that the primary thing necessary 
to protect the interests, the true interests, of the 
young men coming home is a halt of inflation. 
The veteran's problem is a part of the nation’s 
general problem; it cannot be solved in a vacuum. 
It will take extended and sweeping controls 
of real estate and other prices to give a fair 
start to the thousands of families now setting 
themselves up in households for almost the first 
time. Here is the essential problem for the 
Congress. 

If these controls are not applied, no juggling 
with loan provisions of the GI bill will be of 
much help. “Easy money now, 25 years to repay” 
would make a good slogan for a small-loan com- 
pany. It is not an adequate approach to the 
problem of setting young men up in life. 
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Modern Cows Are Not Obsolete 


The wonders of the Never-Never Land we're 
all going to be living in are outlined in a 197- 
page report put out by a Senate committee. 
There will be women’s stockings that never run, 
serge pants that never get shiny, fountain pens 
that never go dry. But there’s one invention 
listed that suggests maybe science is losing its 
grip. 

The thing is heralded as a mechanical cow, 
but a sorry, ersatz animal it is. Not a drop will 
it produce unless water, milk powder and butter 
are put into it first. Plain fodder and water will 
not do. 

There’s comfort in this ill-concealed failure 
of science to do away with cows, .If man ever 
needed the warm, bovine assurance that gleams 
mistily in the big, comforting eyes of your 
Jersey or Holstein, he needs it now. 

Let men of science in their laboratories take 
this defeat graciously. Let them recognize, once 
and for all, there are limits they may not pass. 
And may they get what comfort they can hear-

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Seizure of Hidden German Wealth 


The job of destroying the German war menace 
for all time requires something more than con- 
trol of the Reich and elimination of its poten- 
tial military power. It requires also the con- 
fiscation of German assets that had been se- 
creted abroad, many of them for the purpose of 
preparing for another epoch of aggression. 

Even before the Nazis’ doom was plain to all, 
vast amounts of property had been hidden in the 
neutral countries: Sweden, Switzerland, Spain 
and Argentina. This same procedure, after World 
War I, was a great help to the Germans in their 
comeback under Hitler. It was important to 
stop the process, but a ticklish problem inter- 
vened. The neutrals might raise embarrassing 
questions as to the title in the property, and the 
Allies’ right to demand its surrender. 

Now a formula has been worked out that 
should eliminate any issue of sovereignty. The 
Allied Control Council has set up a special com- 
mission, given it title to all these properties and 
in effect made its own status that of a new Ger- 
man Government, with the power to demand re- 
turn of its property. There are provisions for 
economic pressure on the neutrals if they balk 
at surrendering the Nazi riches. A roundup of 
the estimated billion in hidden wealth should 
follow as an important measure for extracting 


- another deep-planted root of German militarism.

Missouri’s laws affecting the welfare of chil- 
dren are both archaic and inadequate.

To meet this necessity, the 
Legislature earlier in the year created the Chil- 
dren’s Code Commission, to consist of five out- 
standing citizens, serving without pay, whose 
duty will be to survey the present statutes and 
their workings, then to submit recommendations 
for new laws. 

Gov. Donnelly’s appointments to this impor- 
tant commission give high promise that its pur- 
poses will be fulfilled. Each member is. highly 
qualified for the work—Albert M. Clark as Su- 
preme Court Judge and former State Senator, 
Alphonse G. Eberle as former Dean of St. Louis 
University School of Law and chairman of the 
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Legislative Committee of the Social Planning 
Council, Franc L. McCluer as president of West- 
minster CoHege and of the Missouri Welfare 
League, Mrs. Redding Putnam as chairman of the 
Kansas City Child Care Committee, Mrs. L, 
Benoist Tompkins as former president of the 
St. Louis chapter, Missouri Association for So- 
cial Welfare. 

With such an able commission, progress should 
be possible in creating proper safeguards for the 
welfare of Missouri children.

Italian Armistice Terms 

The first impulse, on reading the two-year-old 
terms of the Italian armistice, is to wonder why 
it was necessary to cloak them all this time in 
mystery. The United States and Britain were 
not high-handed with Italian territory, although 
they forced the Italian Government to write a 
blank check for reparations and the cost of oc- 
cupation. The terms seem almost mild after 
the rumors of their ruthlessness. 

Yet underneath the seeming looseness of the 
language lie two concerns of great interest. 

This was not just a military armistice. It 
turned over—lock, stock and keys to the King- 
dom—the whole political and economic life of 
Italy for an indefinite period. Great Britain, 
which keeps troops on in Italy, and the United 
States can still dictate who shall be Premier of 
Italy. Mr. Churchill exercised this prerogative 
in his rejection of Count Sforza last winter. 

It is this shadow that hangs over the Parri 
Government and unsettles the political and 
physical problems of Italian reconstruction. It 
is in many ways comparable to the interference 
in Balkan affairs that we charge to Russia. 

The second concern revives the miserable deal 
we countenanced with Badoglio and the little 
King. The terms talk loudly of wiping out 
Fascism, but they don’t mention the black guilt 
of the House of Savoy. It was no help to the 
Allies. We had to fight the Nazis for Italy every 
bloody inch of the way, and Badoglio was good 
for nothing at all except to antagonize the Ital- 
jans themselves. 

Italy lies athwart Great Britain’s Mediterrane- 
an lifeline, and Mr. Churchill was interested in 
saddling Italy with a manageable monarchy 
against—as it proved—the will of the people. 
But the United States was interested solely in 
the co-operation of anti-Fascist Italians and in 
victory. Instead, we collaborated in one of the 
worst bargains ever made, a bargain that alien- 
ated our democratic, anti-Fascist friends and 
gained us nothing. 


A Test for the Cheap-Fuel Claims 


Claims of chemical treatments and new types 
of stoves that would permit smoky Illinois coal 
to be burned smokelessly have hitherto been dis- 
credited, but of course it is always possible that 
the People’s Committee for Cheaper Smokeless 
Fuel may have something in the claims of these 
sorts which it advances, 

If so, there is only one way to prove it, and 
that is through scientific tests by qualified tech- 
nicians under laboratory conditions. Sideshow 
demonstrations such as the committee proposes 
are useless. 

If the committee can prove in a valid test 
that it has something, what it has will deserve 
serious examination. If it cannot prove as 
much, or is unwilling to submit to a fair test, 
it deserves no consideration. In other words, 
here is a good occasion on which to put up or 
suspend the conversation, 
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Russia and the News 

Foreign Commissar Molotov’s refusal to end 
the Russian censorship now that the war is over, 
on the ground that the Anglo-American Corre- 
spondents’ Association, which had asked for the 
step, had given no substantial reasons, was a 
mistake on practical as well as. ideological 
grounds. 

The correspondents said, among other things, 
that the censorship “has created a general dis- 
trust abroad of all news emanating from the 
Soviet Union.” The need for general trust of 
news from Russia, and of complete news, is quite 
obvious from this side of the Atlantic. 

Of the Big Three, no other suffers so much 
from lack of understanding of its problems and 
aspirations by its two associates as does Soviet 
Russia. None of them has as much to gain by 
complete news reports of its activities, or so 
much to lose by lack of them. 

The conflicting attitudes of the United States 
and Russia toward the reporting of news are so 
fundamental that they will not be reconciled, or 
even made fairly tolerable to each other, in a 
day. But there is a point at which a good be- 
ginning could be made, and that is in affording 
the opportunity for foreign correspondents to 
interpret the country understandingly to the 
world. It is an opportunity, to be lost or cap- 
tured, that is peculiarly Russia's, 
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Some Congressmen are trying to limit 
UNRRA’s operations to countries that permit 
free access to news. So far as relief is con- 
cerned, they evidently feel that no news is 
good-by. 
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The Play’s Still the Thing 


Teachers of literature may take comfort in 
news that officials of the international court at 
Nuernberg have stolen a leaf straight out of 
Shakespeare in getting up their case against 
Rudolph Hess. At a time when the Prince of 
Denmark may seem a little irrelevant to young 
minds full of Flash Gordon, it is gratifying to 
discover still that there are no flies on the Swan 
of Avon. 

The scene at Nuernberg the other day was a 
dead ringer for “Hamlet,” Act III, Scene 2, in 
which a play is performed for the murderer, 
Claudius, to trick him into betraying his guilt. 
Hess was taken to a news movie showing him 
in swaggering Nazi days. Psychologists watched 
closely for any sign that he might be faking 
the amnesia he says has blotted out the past. 

If the younger generation likes its romance 
up to the minute, the incident should put the 
Bard well ahead of the creators of Superman, 
who, for all practical purposes, has had no 
effect whatever on the course of current events. 
A hardened scoffer might say results of the 
Shakespearean trick were negative, as Hess ap- 
parently didn’t bat an eye. The only answer, 
of course, is that'Shakespeare didn’t write the 
news reel,

Schenectady wins praise from Commis- 
sioner Herman T. Slichman of the State Di- 
vision of Housing for being “right up 
among the leading cities of the East in ad- 
vanced thinking and planning for better 
housing.” 

This is a gratifying statement from so 
high an authority. It is modified some- 
what by his observation that it may be 
“several years before the plans for mak- 
ing Schenectady a modern and beautiful 
city materialize.” Nevertheless it is to the 
credit of the municipality that its “officials 
are to be commended for their long-range 
outlook.” 


St. Louis’s Slum Problem 


The magna cum laude will come finally 
when private enterprise takes hold and 
makes the fine plans come true. Commis- 
sioner Slichman gets down to brass tacks 
in his concluding remarks, in which he 
says: 

“Builders will be able to ascertain the 
needs here and possible sites for future de- 
velopments, The financial soundness of 
the plan is being studied, with a view to 
city, county and state obligations, as well 
as that of private enterprise.” 

Schenectady is not the only city which is 
brought face to face with slum conditions. 
In St. Louis, the home city of Harland 
Bartholomew, city planning adviser for 
Schenectady, the Post-Dispatch takes edi- 


torial notice of the “cancer of slums and 
blight that eats outward from the hearts of 
cities,” and calls on the State of Missouri 
to take legislative action to make it possi- 
ble for St. Louis,” Kansas City and other 
cities to rise and overcome the menace. 


In this respect, Schenectady is better sit- 
uated than St. Louis, because Schenectady, 
to start with, is in the State of New York 
which already has taken positive action in 
the direction of State aid for city better- 
ment. Missouri appears to be only ap- 
proaching the subject. 


The Post-Dispatch calls for legislation in 
Missouri “to provide limited-profit private 
housing for people who can pay $30, $40, 
$50 a month rent.” It suggests a State law 
be enacted which would permit concession 
in taxes on privately constructed housing. 


The New York Law 


Such taxes, it says, “for the first 10 years 
after reconstruction would amount only to 
the taxes now actually paid on the tumble- 
down structures” which the new buildings 
will replace, 

Provisions of that precise sort are made 
in the Desmond law in New York State to 
encourage private capita] to invest in this 
kind of enterprise, Schenectady starts with 
a State law already operative. It needs 
now but to rouse public confidence in the 
future of the city to which Commissioner 
Slichman refers in such glowing terms, 


Bad Manners 


on the Radio

Radio listeners were recently treated to 
a new low in the policy of inserting patent- 
medicine advertising in the middle of an 
important news broadcast. 

In an interview on Japanese atrocities, 
Gen, Jonathan Wainwright had just told 
how he had been slapped innumerable 
times and once had been knocked down by 
a Japanese soldier. Then he urged pro- 
longed occupation of Japan. Terminating 
the interview, the commentator with a ring 
of sincerity in his voice said, ‘I hope the 
American people will never forget the 
things you have said here tonight, General.” 

At that point, an unctuous voice intruded 
itself and began, “Do you feel dull and 
logy? Bothered with sick headache? If 
you are, try Blankety Blank. When you're 
down to four, buy some more. And now, 
back to our New York studio,” 

This is only one example of the atrocious- 
ly bad manners shown on many commer- 
cially sponsored news broadcasts. The 
American people have long been disgusted 
with the commercial tie-up between inter- 
national news, stirring stories of bravery, 
death and laxatives; they are fed up with 
those commentators who speak learnedly 
of world affairs and then, without a change 
of pace, launch into a eulogy of a hair tonic. 

The chairman of the Federal Communi- 


cations Commission recently warned radio 
that it would have to grow up fast and, 
among other things, put a check on the 
commercial greed that holds nothing sa- 
cred, Figuratively, some radio sponsors 
have been guilty of tying their patent medi- 
cine tags to the American flag. 

War Correspondent Lewis Gannett, re- 
turning home after being injured at the 
front, recorded his fresh impressions of 
American radio as follows: “The aspect of 
home-front life which most disgusted me 
on my return was radio. ... The first eve- 
ning I sat by the radio and I heard one 
long parade of headaches, coug’s, aching 
muscles, stained teeth, unpleasant full feel- 
ing, gastric hyperacidity. Our radio eve- 
nings are a sick parade of sickness, and if 
they haven’t made us a sick nation, I won- 
der why.” 

Mr. Gannett did not, of course, give a 
complete list of nauseous items that con- 
tinuously fill the air lanes. He might have 
mentioned two-way action, and other ,de- 
tailed descriptions of the human gastro- 
intestinal system that nightly fil] the liv- 
ing rooms of American homes. 

Radio isn’t a little boy any more. It’s 
old enough to know better, and to do bet- 
ter. It’s time for two-way action on radio 
commercials. 


War as a Woman Saw It 
In Panay Island Jungle

out of this war up ta now, few have been 
written by women. Since most American 
women did not have to battle anything 
more fearful than an arrogant butcher— 
and great stories don't seem to be made of 
such raw material—this lack is not sur- 
prising. Yet Mrs. Spencér’s book, covering 
27 hunted months in the Philippine jungles, 
breathes the conficént assurance that 
American women, if called upon, would 
have measured up to their men’s heroic 
deeds.

Though the author is Canadian by birth, 
she is as American as any girl you might 
meet across the backyard fence. She is 
always brave and sometimes heroic, though 
she would probably be-.the first to laugh 
at such lofty words. She never loses her 
quick sense of sympathy with her fellow 
human beings, her sense of humor, her 
confidence and hope, even in the darkest 
moments. \ 

Four years before Pearl Harbor, the au- 
thor came to the Philippines to marry an 
American mining engineer. They set up 
housekeeping on the island of Masbate, 
When the Japanese invaded the islands, 
the Spencers escaped to the larger island 
of Panay, where other groups of Ameri- 
cans joined them. From then on, the nar- 
rative deals not only with the experiences 
of these two, but includes the entire small 
force of hunted Americans: missionaries, 
miners, children, a doctor, a young preg- 
nant woman, the loyal Filipinos and primi- 
tive Bukidnons. —

When most of the young men, the au- 
thor’s husband included, joined the guer- 
rilla forces, the women had to learn how 
to live in the jungles where white people 
had hardly ever penetrated.

To Invade England Off Because 
German Navy Couldn’t Get Ready 


Possibly Hitler Himself Lost Confidence —

Gen. Halder says the German 
generals refused to employ tanks 
for an attack in mountainous 
country and then there were many 
useless discussions about trans- 
ferring Italian armies by air to 
the district southeast of Lyon. 

Halder’s story, of course, must 
be taken with salt because, as an 
old army man, he makes the best 
case he can for himself and his 
caste. 

English Invasion Ordered. 

Beyond any doubt, the 
story goes, Hitler seriously in- 
tended an invasion of Engiand. 
After the French armistice he is- 
sued specific orders to prepare 
such an attack. The army in a 
very short time worked out a plan 
of operations with emphasis on 
means of transport and special 
technical equipment. Shock troops 
and staffs were trained. 

Two German armies were to be 
landed on the south coast of Eng- 
land. Since the proposed action 
was amphibious it depended on 
the co-operation of the German 
navy, but that arm was never able 
to complete preparations. 

It is still a mystery to Halder 
why the project, called “Sea- 
lion,” was abandoned, 

“An important part,” he said, 
“probably was played by the 
active and passive resistance of 
the commander in chief of the 
navy. Possibly Hitler himself 
lost confidence in the success 
of the operation he had or- 
dered.” 

At any rate, the project was 
first postponed in 1941 and then 
forgotten. Hitler may have felt 
that England could be mastered 
from the air or badly hurt by the 
conquest of Gibraltar. An attack 
on this fortress also was elaborate- 
ly planned, then dropped. 

Army Not informed. 

Holland, where the German mili- 
tary commitments were small, 
promptly reverted to a_ civilian 
government. Denmark and north- 
ern France were left under army 
control. This was in pursuance of 
Hitler’s plan of the moment for 
incorporating into the Reich Hol- 
land and Denmark and sections 
of northern and eastern France. 

Halder remarks sourly that “the 
Army General Staff heard about 
this notion purely by accident.” 

The army soon discovered that 
the German embassy in Paris 
under Otto Abetz was an instru- 
ment of the Nazi party to insure 
that the Fuehrer’s intentions re- 
garding France were carried out 
by the military administration. 

These included the pillage and 
captivity of the Jews and the de- 
portation of millions of French 
workers as slave labor inside Ger- 
many. 

In elation after the fall of 
Paris, Hitler, as a gesture toward 
the homeland, ordered the _de- 
mobilization of a number of divis- 
jons. The Army General Staff, 
which did not share the Fuehrer's 
optimism, circumvented the order 
by transferring the divisions to 
training areas in the Reich and 
sending the troops home on leave 
only. 
Halder and Staff Alarmed. 

Halder says he and his staff 
were alarmed by the constantly in- 
creasing strength of Russian forces 
along the Polish demarcation line 
“where on the German side only 
a thin covering force had been 
left, not even sufficient for cus- 
toms purposes.” 

After the French campaign, 
Halder says, the tension became 
so acute between Hitler and the 
army leadership that “the strain 
was only bearable because of the 
Fuehrer’s prolonged absences from 
Berlin.” 

Hitler’s sycophants encouraged 
anxiety lest the generals gain 
prestige through the triumph in 
the West. 

The propaganda machine re- 
doubled its clamor, glorifying Hit- 
ler as “the greatest commander in 

history.” : 
The first indications ng gen 
ler was pondering a war of ag~ 
cegaaign” wpen Russia became 
known in August, 1940, through 
hints to Field Marshal Brauch- 
itsch for orders to build bomb- 
proof command posts in East 

Pryssia for the OKH and OKW. 

On its own initiative the Army 
General Staff began studying the 
problem while headquarters still 
were at Fontainebleau, near Paris. 
The labors became intensive after 
the return to Zossen on Oct. 1. 
The scheme was ready in January, 
1941, and was presented to Hitler. 

Information Lacking. 

The generals stressed the fact 

that German intelligence on Rus-

‘the strength of its armament in- 
dustry. 

A chance observation that Mos- 
cow would always play a stellar 
role as the center of the Russian 
net of communications threw the 
Fuehrer into a rage during which 
he betrayed the first evidence of 
his infatuation over “cradles of 
Bolshevism.” 

“Thinking of Moscow,” he 
shouted, “ is a sign of out-of-date 
ideas.” 

He added that once the first 
stage of the campaign was accom- 
plished he intended wheeling from 
the center to the north and south 
—that is, toward Leningrad and 
Stalingrad. 

From the start, Finland was ear- 
marked by the Wehrmacht as not 
an army theater. 

Mussolini’s Attack on Greece. 

In the midst of these prepara- 
tions came Mussolini’s attack on 
Greece and soon his anguished 
outcries for help. 

Halder remarks _ sarcastically 
that Hitler always complied with: 
Mussolini’s military requests in a 
manner far removed from his 
usual obstinacy. In this case, Hal- 
der says, Hitler agreed to mea- 
sures contrary to the interests of 
German forces. 

While these measures were 
being carried out in Greece and 
Yugoslavia, with a consequent de- 
lay of two months in the opening 
of the Russian attack, Halder says 
the Fuehrer showed “particular 
nervous impatience.” 


In a conference with the su- 
preme commanders of the three 
services, Hitler admonished them: 

“This is a racial war which 
must be waged relentlessly. At 
the same time it is a war of 
ideas in which no compromise 
is possible, The East is no arena 
for outdated notions of chivalry. 
The bearers of Communist ideas 
are outside the rules for the 
treatment of prisoners of war.” 

He charged the commanders-in- 
chief to see that these principles 
were carried out even if no further 
orders on the subject were re- 
ceived. 

Halder is convinced that Hitler 
entered the Russian campaign 
with the precenceived idea that if 
the Soviets could be forced to 
make peace, further prosecution 
of the war would be rendered 
hopeless for the Allies. 

Hitler had been spoiled by the 
quick successes of previous cam- 
paigns and expected operations to 
be carried through at a pace 
which completely ignored the con- 
ditions of terrain and roads. He 
stubbornly closed his eyes to evi- 
dence obtained by studying maps 
and working with a compass.

“The Santa Claus myth has 
lived too long in terms of child 
psychology,” McDougle said in an 
interview with the Baltimore 
News-Post. “Parents should sub- 
stitute democratic philosophy. 
Children have to learn to” get 
along.” 

And when.it comes to living too 
long, “so has the stork myth,” 
McDougle added. 

McDougle didn’t find complete 
agreement, however, from one 
psychiatrist, Dr. George Preston, 
Maryland commissioner of mental 
hygiene. 

Dr. Preston defended Santa as 
a means of teaching children 
kindness, generosity and honesty. 

“It is a valuable myth,” he said, 
“and stories and myths are useful 
and harmless—but the truth is 
essential. 

“We don’t tell children that 
little Red Riding Hood is a fac- 
tual person, or that Jack and the 
beanstalk is true. Well, why then, 
tell them that Santa Claus is real? 

“I believe in telling the truth.”

Peacetime Training, 


Control of Atomic 


Bomb, Leading Role in World Urged by 
Gen. Del Valle, Here for Address. 


The United States must main- 
tain its.military strength through 
peacetime training, control the 
atomic bomb and assume the lead- 
ing role among world powers, if 
lasting peace is to be obtained, 
Maj. Gen. Pedro A. del Valle, com- 
mander of the First Division of 
the Marine Corps during the con- 
quest of Okinawa, said yesterday. 

Gen. del Valle, one of the fore- 
most Marine Corps authorities on 
artillery warfare, was guest of 
honor and principal speaker at a 
luncheon today at Hotel Jefferson, 
commemorating the 170th anni- 
versary of the founding of the Ma- 
rine Corps. 

“A Stark Necessity.” 


Speaking of the need for peace- 
time military training, he told re- 
porters, “It is no longer a question 
of whether it is beneficial for the 
individual. It is a case of abso- 
lute, stark necessity that, by train- 
ing these men, we show the rest 
of the world that we mean busi- 
ness. 

“Any tendency to scrap our mil- 
itary strength will be immediately 
interpreted by those (nations) 
who do not wish us well as a 
weakness to be exploited. It would 
be criminal for the United States, 
a peace-loving nation, not to be 
prepared to maintain the peace of 
the world.” 

The 62-year-old general spoke 
slowly and in a modulated voice, 
expressing his opinions on national 
and international questions in con- 
sidered phrases. Slightly less than 
6 feet tall, the veteran Marine 
Corps officer's general appearance 
bespoke his Spanish ancestry. He 
was born in Puerto Rico in 1898, 
was graduated from Annapolis in 
1911 as a Marine Corps second 
lieutenant and had risen to colonel 
when the war began. He was made 
a major general late last year. 

His alert gray eyes, deep-set be- 
neath heavy black eyebrows, are 
in contrast to the deep tan of his 
face. He participated in five of 
the major battles in the Pacific 
theater of operations. 

History and Peace. 

In answer to a question as to 
what he thought of the possibility 
of maintaining world peace, Gen. 
de] Valle said: 

“I don’t know anything about 
politics, but I do study history, 
and the only period of lasting 
peace which the world has experi- 
enced was the period when the 


Roman empire held sway in the 
world. That peace was maintained 
through force of arms, | 

“I do not advocate that ‘the 
United States hold other nations 
subject to them, but I feel that 
the power of enforcing world 
peace is safer in the hands of the 
United States than of any other 
nation, We have been just and 
fair in dealing with other nations, 
even those with whom we have 
fought. We have shown a,.true 
Christian spirit, supporting’ the 
weak against the strong and giv- 
ing to the needy.” 

He expressed the belief that 
this country should control the 
atomic bomb, even though it can- 
not be kept secret for long. In 
this connection he stressed the 
need for continued development 
of amphibious warfare, which he 
believes will be of utmost impor- 
tance in any possible future con- 
flict, because only through that 
method could necessary bases far 
removed from our shores be taken 
and’ held. Such bases, he said, 
would be essential in atomic war- 
fare. 

Against Merger of Forces, 

Asked his opinion as to the ad- 
visability of bringing the armed 
services under one command, Gen. 
del Valle said he believes it would 
be “absolutely wrong.” 

“The services must be tied to- 
gether, possibly through means of 
a joint board of representatives 
from the various branches, and 
work in close co-operation with 
the State Department,” he said. 
“However, concentration of all the 
authority in one man might build 
up a Frankenstein monster Which 
would destroy his creator. The 
wrong man in such a position 
could soon become dictator.” 

Following his arrival in the city 
yesterday afternoon Gen. del Valle 
visited Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann’s office at the City Hall and 
later visited the Soldiers’ Memo- 
rial, where he placed a wreath in 
honor of marines who lost their 
lives during the war. 

He was kept waiting at the 
Mayor’s office for about 45 min- 
utes before Mayor Kaufmann re- 
turned from lunch. The Mayor, 
presenting the key to the city to 
ieee general, explained that he had 
lunched with several, members of 
the Board of Aldermen and had 
Deen delayed in a discussion of 
several civic matters.

STOCKHOLDERS 
VOTE LIQUIDATION 


Despite Action Following 
Labor Dispute, Work 
Will Continue On Back 
Orders.

—A liquidation order still left un- 
answered today questions concern- 
ing the future plans of industrial- 
ist Andrew J. Higgins Sr., who 
turned out thousands of invasion 
craft during the war and then 
advertised a program for assem- 
bly-line production of peacetime 
pleasure boats, 

Stockholders of Higgins Indus- 
tries, Inc., voted unanimously yes- 
terday to put the concern through 
out-of-court liquidation, as the re- 
sult of labor difficulties which led 
Higgins to close three strike-bound 
plants Nov. 1. 

The order was extended to the 
firm's subsidiaries as well, but the 
announcement said Higgins and 
Morris Gottesman, secretary-treas- 
urer, designated liquidators, would 
carry out existing contracts if 


Work Until March. 

Gottesman said this clause ap- 
plied to about five million dollars 
worth of contracts on which work 
has begun. He indicated com- 
pletion of thid work would pro- 
vide jobs for about 1000 persons 
and would continue until next 
March, 

At the Government-owned Mi- 
chaeud plant, Higgins companies 
have been producing airborne res- 
cue boats and atomic bomb parts 
for the Army. No labor tsouble 
has been reported at that plant. 

The firm has reported a back- 
log of 40 million dollars worth of 
contracts for pleasure and cem- 
mercial boats, © 

Higgine declined to expand the 
stockholders’ statement, except to 
say in reply to a question: “You 
asked me if Andrew Higgins is 
through in New Orleans. Andrew 
Higgins is not through. Period.” 

Dispute With Unions. 

The liquidation order came as 
a development in a dispute be- 
tween Higgins and American Fed- 
eration of Labor unions. About 
2000 workers walked out Oct. 29 
in protest against Higgins’s re- 
fusal to negotiate a new contract. 

“T think Higgins is still playing 
to the galleries,” said William L. 
Donnels, metal and building trades 
union publicity chairman, com- 
menting on the stockholders’ ac- 
tion. 

“He has the idea of striking a 
mortal blow at labor, and making 
of himself a martyr and hero over- 
night, but it is not working out 
that way. “I think he planned 
all along to liquidate Higgins in- 
dustries.” 

Donnels said the unions would 
press for a congressional investi- 
gation of the plant closings. 

The National Labor Relations 
Board is conducting a hearing on 
a request by the CIO that an elec- 
tion be held to determine the col- 
lective bargaining agent at the

TREPARTITE UNIT 
10 PERFORM WLB 
WAGE FUNCTIONS 


Labor, Government, In- 
dustry Division to Act 
Until Successor Agency 
Is Set Up. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP)— 
The War Labor Board moved last 
night to create a division, with 
labor, government and industry 
representatives, to carry out wage 
stabilization functions during the 
rest of the board's existence. 

The board acted at the request 
of President Truman, who said in 
a letter to Chairman Lloyd K. 
Garrison that he would establish 
in the Labor Department, a suc- 


cessor agency to this temporary 
tri-partite division. 

The wage stabilization act ex- 
pires next June 30. It gives the 
War Labor Board certain duties to 
guard against wage increases or 
decreases that might disturb sta- 
bilization. Since the act does not 
expire for six months after the 
WLB’s anticipated dissolution, the 
President was required to provide 
some machinery to carry out the 
stabilization functions, 

To Use WLB Personnel. 

Truman asked the board to cre- 
ate a division—one with equal rep- 
resentation for labor, industry, and 
the public—to perform these sta- 
bilization functions and to assign 
to the division the necessary mem- 
bers of the board and staff per- 
sonnel in Washington and in the 
field. 

“Upon the termination of the 
National War Labor Board in ac- 
cordance with its liquidation pro- 
gram I shall issue an appropriate 
executive order transferring the 
personnel so assigned, and the 
functions and funds of the divi- 
sion, to a successor agency to 
function until the expiration of 
the stabilization act,” the Presi- 
dent said in his letter, made public 
by the WLB. 

“The successor agency will be a 
quasi-judicial entity within the 
Department of Labor, independent 
with respect to policy, decisions, 
and control of personnel, This 
program meets with the approval 
of the Secretary of Labor and the 
stabilization administrator, sub- 
ject to such conclusions and rec- 
ommendations, if any, which may 
be made by the labor-management 
conference now in session.” 

Action Started. 

Following these instructions, 
Garrison issued orders to the 12 
regional boards declaring that the 
national board had taken steps to 
create the wage stabilization di- 
vision. 

“The functions of the stabiliza- 
tion division will be to carry out 
the board’s responsibility for pass- 
ing on voluntary applications for 
approval of wage adjustments and 
enforcement cases arising under 
the wage stabilization program,” 
Garrison said, “The division will 
take over all pending applications 
and cases of this sort. The divi- 
sion will not deal with any dispute 
cases,” 

Garrison assigned as public 
members W. Willard Wirtz, whom 
he designated as chairman, and 
Sylvester Garrett, who has been 
chairman of the Philadelphia re- 
gional board since November 1942. 
The industry and labor members 
will be announced shortly.

Daniel Barbey told Associated 
Press Correspondent Richard Berg- 
holz that there was sufficient 
shipping in North China to get 
the bulk of the more than 50,000 
marines in the area home by 
Christmas if that is to be Ameri- 


can policy.) 

Wedemeyer said the United 
States “almost definitely” has de- 
cided to place a postwar military 
mission in China to train Chinese 
soldiers, sailors and airmen, He 
said the projected “military ad- 
visory group” would number from 
2000 to 6000 men, drawn from the 
regular United States Army and 
Navy. It would not participate in 
military action, he asserted. 

Wedemeyer said he had been 
mentioned as head of the mission, 
but was not ready to say whether 
he will accept until decision on its 
establishment is announced from 
Washington. 

Correspondents learned that 
Brig. Gen. Russell Randall, war- 
time head of Randall’s raiders in 
China, had been mentioned promi- 
nently as chief of the proposed 
mission’s air wing.

Pace With Aims 


Of U. S. in Democratizing Japan 


Premier Thinks Largely in Terms of 1920s, 
Appears Unable to Grasp Urgency and 


scope of Reforms Sought by MacArthur 
—Favors Monarchy of British Type.

LAST ARTICLE IN A SERIES. 
TOKYO, Nov. 10 (AP)—Premier 


Kijuro Shidehara believes Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur is moving “in 
a fair and effective manner” to 
carry out his program of ending 
militarism and establishing de- 
mocracy in Japan. 

Many Japanese, he said, hope 
the American supreme commander 
will succeed in bringing freedom 
and lasting peace to Japan. 

This 73-year-old statesman, 
called from a 14-year retirement 
to lead his conquered country 
through the ordeal of occupation 
and dictated revolutionary change, 
is among the few professed optim- 
ists in Japan. 

“When we contemplate. the 
American occupation as the result 
of disastrous defeat, we can't help 
some feeling of bitterness,” he 
told me, “But we can also hope 
it will prove a blessing in dis- 
guise.” 

“There is a terribly dark time 
ahead, but far in the future per- 
haps we can see the light and 
hope for better days, I’m trying 
to instigate in my people courage 
to face the future and now I be- 
lieve there is some revival of our 
spirits from utter despair. This 
defeat was a terrible calamity, but 
that’s war. We can only hope it 
will prove a lesson that will lead 
us to a better future.” 

Shidehara was ambassador to 
Washington in the early 1920s and 
then gained fame as foreign min- 
ister in a series of liberal cabinets. 
He went into eclipse in Decem- 
ber 1931, after the miltarists, hav- 
ing begun the conquest of Man- 
churia, toppled the last such gov- 
ernment from power. He insists 
he and his colleagues were power- 
less to stand against the army’s 
determination to seize power. That 
was the beginning of the end 
which led to utter catastrophe 14 
years later. 


Thinks In Terms of 1920s. 


Shidehara made it obvious that 
he still thinks largely in terms 
of the liberalism of the 1920s when 
facing the task of carrying out 
the revolutionary changes MacAr- 
thur dictated when Shidehara as- 
sumed office. 


On Oct. 11 the Allied commander 
handed him a list of sweeping 
changes in the fabric of Japanese 
life and demanded that the pre 
mier effectuate them. These in- 
cluded emancipation of women, 
encouragement of labor unioniza- 
tion, liberalization of education, 
abolition of rule by the secret po- 
lice and dissolution of the old eco- 
nomic monopolies and great con- 
centrations of wealth, 


In addition, Shidehara was re- 
quired to take ovér the tasks 
which MacArthur already had im- 
posed on his predecessor, Prince 
Naruhiko Higashi-kuni, These in- 
cluded a revision of the constitu- 
tion to give democratic forces full 
play and to effectuate full free- 
dom of the press and all other 
means of public information and 
discussion,

The. consensus of Americans 
and Japanese opinion is that he 
he is not likely to survive the 
elections if he lasts that long.

The 
Americans say that the demands 
of the occupation program are 
likely to prove too much for his 
physical and political strength. 


Views on Constitution. 


If great revolutionary changes 
are imminent, as most believe, it 
seems likely that Shidehara is 
slated to be the Kerensky of the 
new era, not its Lenin. Typical 
of Shidehara's attitude toward 
change is his stand on constitu- 
tional revision. 


“We had a democratic govern- 
ment in Japan under this con- 
stitution in the 1920s,” he told me. 
“We can have it again now that 
the sinister elements which ended 
the democratic government have 
been removed. I don’t say the 
constitution should not be amend- 
ed, but I do believe democracy 
is possible without amendment. 
But you should understand that 
the American form of democracy 
is not the only one. We shouldn't 
be required to adopt the Ameri- 
can form.” 


Britain's limited monarchy sys- 
tem is a more suitable pattern 
for Japan, he indicated. This 
would permit retention of the em- 
peror as a constitutional] mon- 
arch. A clause in the present 
constitution saying the emperor 
is “sacred and inviolate” really 
is nothing more, Shidehara argued, 
than the British principle that 
“the king can do no wrong.” 


Shidehara said a study of the 
revision, now assigned to Joji 
Matsumoto, Minister Without 
Portfolio, would require many 
months and would not be com- 
pleted before the elections early 
next year. Whether this pace 
would satisfy MacArthur and the 
Allied governments remains to be 
seen. But it is typical of Shide- 
hara’s attitude toward his tasks: 
apparently he doesn’t consider the 
need for change so urgent as do 
the conquerors and considerable 
sections of the Japanese people. 


Scholarly Use of English, 

Despite his long isolation from 
English-speaking people, his Eng- 
lish remains as fluent and incisive 
as it was when I knew him as 
Foreign Minister two decades ago, 
He still loves to quote Shake- 
speare and other English classics 
to make a point. To illustrate his 
concept of current relations be- 
tween the United States and 
Japan, he told me this story: 

The Premier’s barber formed a 
friendship with an American sol- 
dier. One day the barber brought 
Shidehara a Japanese flag which 
he had obtained with a request 
that the Premier autograph it. 

“This is refused, because I con- 
sidered it wrong to so use our na- 
tional flag,” Shidehara said. “But 
I sent the American soldier a fan 
whereon I had written Portia’s 
speech from ‘The Merchant of 
Venice,’ which begins: ‘The quality 
of mercy ia not strained ...’. ” 
He went on to quote the entire 
speech fluently and accurately. 
That epitomized his talk. 

“You give us a chance to hope,” 
he said.

BILL PROPOSED 
FOR REGULATION 
OF BROADCASTS 


Measure Requires Com- 
mentators to Announce 


Whether They Give 


News or Opinions. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP)— 
Counsel for the House committee 
investigating un-American activi- 
ties announced today he was drafte- 
ing a proposed bill providing for 
stricter supervision of radio broad- 


casters. 

The measure, which Ernest 
Adamson said he was preparing 
for committee consideration, drew 
prompt opposition from without 
the committee, 

As Adamson explained it to re 
porters, his proposal would specify 
that: 

1. Radio stations must clearly 
identify commentators, including 
an announcement whether they 
are reporting news or opinions. 

2. Radio stations must have a 
legal agent in each state, so they 
can be prosecuted through the 
courts of the state by any person 
damaged by their broadcasts. 
Representative Ellis E. Patter- 
son (Dem.), California, promptly 
issued a statement terming the 
proposal “an unconstitutional at- 
tempt ... to control the ajrways.” 

Adamson denied this. He said, 
“We do not want to control or 
gag anyone. We just desire to 
provide for closer regulation of 
wild, irresponsible analysts and 
to make a clear distinction be- 
tween news and prejudiced view- 
points.” 

Adamson added that in reply 
to letters he had written, the law- 
yers of “all but one” national 
radio network had agreed “there 
is room for improvement in the 
broadcasting of news and news 
analysis.” 

Adamson said the lawyers 
urged that stations be allowed to 
work out improvement through 
self-regulation, but he doubted this 
would work satisfactorily without 
Federal supervision, 

“We'll have to require in some 
way that the stations write up 
rules and regulations and file 
them with the Federal Communl- 
cations Commission and then have 
the FCC see that they adhere to 
them,” Adamson said, 

“This would put the radio indus- 
try in the same relation to the 
FCC as the railroad industry is to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion.” 

Adamson said the legal agent 
idea is needed’ “to put radio sta- 
tions in the same position as 
newspapers when they make mis- 
takes.” He said that at present, 
when broadcasts damage a person, 
he must seek legal redress in the 
state where the station is located.

Two weeks ago he asked Wil- 
liam D. Mitchell, the counsel, to 
ask the War Department for the 
diary, but has not yet received it. 


Truman’s Order Protested. 


Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
suggested yesterday that the com- 
mittee pause to pull all “loose 
ends” of its investigation together 
after it has had about a month of 
public hearings. Hearings will be- 
gin Thursday. 


Senator Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, committee chairman, con- 
curred, saying the minority then 
could bring up any matter it 
thinks has not received sufficient 
attention. 


The suggestion was offered 
after Ferguson and Senator Brew- 
ster protested against terms of a 
new executive order signed by 
President Truman to make evi- 
dence available to the committee. 

The President previously had 
requested agency heads to per- 
mit government employes to vol- 
unteer information to the com- 
mittee or its counsel. He supple- 
mented that yesterday with a re- 
quest that they authorize the em- 
ployes to give oral information to 
individual committee members, 
but added: “This does not include 
any files or written matter.” 

Brewster and Ferguson said 
this must mean that government 
employes may not talk to individ- 
ual committee members about 
anything which might be in the 
files or might be written. 


“Devilish Ingenuity” Charged. 


Brewster accused White House 
advisers of using “devilish in- 
genuity” in an effort to restrict 
information reaching investigators 
from Army and Navy files. 


He said he thought Truman had 
depended on his White House ad- 
visers and Cabinet members in 
signing the new order. He said 
the President was “dependent on 
the Secretary of the Navy, the 
Secretary of War, Dr. Samuel I. 
Rosenman and White House ad- 
visers in this matter.”

He went on to say tnat the or- 
der “seems to have been designed 
with devilish ingenuity to leave 
the members of the executive de- 
partment up in the air as to what 
they are supposed to do.” 

Ferguson said: “If the commit- 
tee is to be crippled, if it is to 
go into this investigation on 
crutches, then the Senate wants 
to know and Congress wants to 
know and the people want to 
know.” 

Brewster added: “This new or- 
der seems to make it impossible 
for us to*discuss with Army and 
Navy officials and Government 
employes information that is con- 
tained in the files.” 

Accused of Crying “Gag.” 

Barkley said the . Republicans 
were attempting to create an im- 
pression that the committee is be- 
ing “gagged” and those who want 
to see the inquiry fail would like 
that. 

“The President has done exactly 
what we asked him to do and 
that is to permit people in the 
Government to volunteer any in- 
formation they have,” Barkley 
contended. “When the public has 
heard the testimony, it will be 
entirely satisfied with the course 
this committee has voted to pur- 
sue.” 

Barkley told reporters that any 
Republican member could obtain 
any information from any Gov- 
ernment employe and then go 
back to the committee and have 
it ask for pertinent files. 
Sought-After Officer Questioned. 

In the House, two Republican 
members of the committee de- 
cided to do their own investigat- 
ing. Representatives Keefe of 
Wisconsin and Gearhart of Cali- 
fornia went to Bethesda naval 
hospital and interviewed Capt. Al- 
win D. Kramer, naval _ intelli- 
gence officer. They were there 
four hours. 

Keefe had declared on the floor 
of the House that Kramer was 
held incommunicado by the Navy, 
was “beleaguered” for his knowl- 
edge of decoded Japanese mes- 
sages before the attack. It was 
his contention that these messages 
tipped off the impending attack, 
that Kramer delivered them to 
“higher authorities” and nothing 
was done about it. 

Keefe told reporters Kramer 
was recovered from his illness, 
that he would be “a very mate- 
rial witness” and that he and 
Gearhart had obtained Kramer's 
whole story.” Keefe wouldn’t say 
what the story was, but he inti- 
mated that it was “dynamite.” 

Earlier, Kramer issued a state- 
ment in which he said he was 
ready to testify at any time, add- 
ing: “I was not held incommu- 
nicado. The proper approach sim- 
ply was not made to see me.”

allow the discussion of a proposal 
on which our departments are di- 
vided to lead us into impugning 
the good faith of people who dis- 
agree with us, and I question 
especially whether death in any 
particular line of duty—and the 
resultant grief at home—should: be 
appealed to in order to advance 
any individual point of view. The 
fact that an officer of Gen. Doo- 
little’s caliber and admitted high 
qualities could be led to accuse 
responsible commanders of any 
service of disregard for the sacri- 
fices made by the men of another 
service illustrates precisely the 
general drift of events which gives 
me such deep concern, 

“If we allow an honest differ- 
ence over principle to degenerate 
into an exchange of personalities, 
we shall do irreparable harm to 
the end which we all seek in the 
name of national security: the 
comradeship of all branches of 
the armed services. Once de- 
stroyed in a passing controversy, 
that spirit cannot be revived by 
any legislatitive fiat or organiza- 
tional chart. 

“As I have said before, it seems 
to me we might avoid such in- 
jurious acrimony by elevating this 
whole deliberation to the level of 
a special inquiry by a presidential 
commission on the national secur- 
ity. Such a commission on one 
aspect of national security—the 
import of new weapons—was pro- 
posed by the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
in their memorandum to us of 
Oct, 24. In any event, I hope yop 
will join with me in seeking t 
keep the discussion of the pro- 
posal now before Congress free 
from personalities which may 
leave lasting scars. I particularly 
want to caution all members of 
the naval service who may discuss 
this question publicly or privately 
against questioning the good faith 
and humanity of people who dis- 
agree with them; for that reason 
I am making this letter public.”

HYSTERIA DEAFNESS 
TREATMENT REPORTED 


Sodium Pentathol Used on 
Those Suffering From 
Battle Shock. 


Deafness induced by hysteria is 
being treated successfully with 
sodium pentathol, a narcotic, Dr. 
S. Richard Silverman, registrar 
of the Central Institute for the 
Deaf, said yesterday in an ad- 
dress at the annual meeting of 
the Speech Association of Mis- 
souri. The meeting was held at 
the Institute, 818 South Kings- 
highway. 

Dr. Silverman said the drug re- 
cently had been used at army hos- 
pitals on patients who had lost 
their hearing as a result of hattle 
shock. 

“Once the sodium pentathol had 
been administered,” Dr. Silver- 
man said, “a deaf patient could 
hear clearly questions addressed 
to him in a normal tone of voice 
either close at hand or from some 
distance. The same treatment 
was found to be beneficial to per- 
sons who stutter.” 

Phonographic recordings were 
made of the experiments, Dr. Sil- 
verman said, but he declined to 
Play them yesterday because 
much of the conversation dealt 
with the deaf soldier’s opinion of 
the Nazis and was not suitable 
for a mixed audience. 

The physician, who served with 
the Office of Scientific Research 
and Development, said one of the 
major problems in the early stages 
of the war was to condition sol- 
diers to hear messages given dur- 
ing the noise of battle. Many 
Allied airplanes were shot down 
during the African campaign, he 
said, because messages over the 
intercommunications systems were 
garbled. 

To illustrate the type of noise 
crew members of a tank or an 
airplane were subject to, Dr. Sil- 
verman turned on two machines 
which gave out loud buzzing 
sounds and static. To offset these 
conditions, he said, lip and throat 
microphones were developed and 
the troops were given training in 
distinct enunciation. 

“Then the idea developed that 
maybe we could train people to 
listen,” he continued, “and courses 
in acoustics were set up by both 
the Army and Navy. We found 
that certain vowels or combina- 
tion of vowels and consonants 
could penetrate noise better than 
others. It also was discovered 
that the messages were more clear- 
ly understood if the speaker de- 


livered them in sets of three words 
at a time.”

Later, when he came to the sta- 
tion to bid Soekarno farewell, 
Soebardjo told correspondents 
that the British had refused to 
modify the ultimatum and that 
Indonesians at Soerabaja were 
not complying with it. 

The Foreign Minister’s letter to 
Christison cited an agreement 
signed by Maj. Gen. D. C. Haw- 
thorn and Soekarno which, he 
said, “has brought about a situa- 
tion in which measures can be 
taken to pacify Soerabaja.” It 
warned that measures for imme- 
diate disarmament of “the irre- 
sponsible part of the population” 
would “inevitably lead to clashes, 
bloodshed and still greater dis- 


orders.” 


The Indonesian government 
would endeavor to pacify Soera- 
baja, Soebardjo said, but the task 
would require “time and much 
tact. ... It is not in the interest 
of the government that the irre- 
sponsible part of the population is 
in possession of arms which, in 
the long run, may endanger the 
state itself.” 

“I beg you to use the method 
least provoking and most appro- 
priate to gain control of the situ- 
ation,” Soebardjo’s letter con- 
cluded.

NEW YORK. Nov. 10 (AP)—The 


National Retail Dry Goods Associ- 


ation exhibited yesterday a large 
batch of consumer goods on which 
it said pricing inequalities were 
causing an increase in the cost of 
living by preventing production of 
needed merchandise. 

Prices of established brands of 
clothing, household items and toys 
were listed in the display, along 
with those of similar articles 
which the association said were 
made by inexperienced manufac- 
turers who generally were allowed 
a substantially higher price by 
the Office of Price Administra- 
tion because there were no previ- 
ous cost records to check against. 

Representative Fred A, Hartley 
Jr. (Rep.), New Jersey, a member 
of the committee to investigate 
executive agencies, viewed the ex- 
hibit and said it was being moved 
to Washington for display before 
members of Congress. 

He said he thought the exhibit 
would convince Congress that the 
OPA “should adopt a more realis- 
tic method of pricing” in place of 
“the super-duper, super-imposed 
system in effect now.” 

Among the examples were & 
$6.87 bathrobe from an established 
manufacturer along with a $15 
robe of similar quality from a 
newer producer, Other items shown 
and the respective prices included: 
oy scooters, $1.92 and $3.75; pil- 
lowcases, $10.20 and $18 a dozen;

shirts, $14.50 and $27 a dozen. 

“Current OPA pricing policies,” 
said Lew Hahn, association gen- 
eral manager, “often do not allow

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“I disapprove of what you Say, 
but ——”—Their Origin, but not 
Their Authorship, Voltaire’s! 


A reader inquires: 


“T understand that Voltaire is 
credited with the original author- 
ship of the words, ‘I djsapprove 
of what you say, but I will fight 
to the death for your right to say 
it.’ Can you tell us in which one 
of his works this appears?” 

This cardinal tenet of free 
speech, about which our corre- 
spondent inquires, has had vari- 
ous wordings. Will Durant, for 
example, in his “Story of Philos- 
ophy,” quotes it as, “I do not 
agree with a word you say, but 
I will defend to the death your 
right to say it.” 

Voltaire is indeed generally 
credited with the saying, and he 
is supposed to have given it ex- 
pression in a letter to Adrien 
Claude Helvetius the eighteenth 
century French philosopher and 
literateur. Here is how it started: 


Helvetius was persecuted for 
his philosophy, which was con- 
demned as “being full of the most 
dangerous doctrines.” Voltaire 
said of Helvetius’s work that it 
was “full of commonplaces and 
that what was original was false 
and problematical,” but he con- 
tended for Helvetius’s right to his 
views, 


It develops that nowhere in Vol- 
taire’s prolific literary efforts 
can there be found verbatim the 
saying which has been the sub- 
ject of much controversy, and 
which survives as a popular quo- 
tation today. He did write, in his 
“Essay of Tolerance,” “Think for 
yourself and let others enjoy the 
privilege to do so too.” These 
words were dramatically para- 
phrased into “I disapprove of what 
you say, but I will defend to the 
death your right to say it,” by E. 
Beatrice Hall in her “Friends of 
Voltaire,” published in 1907. And 
in the public mind these words 
took root as Voltaire’s, This 
might be said to be an instance 
where the words’ originator was 
not their author!

NE trick conceded by the 
() crening lead can turn into a 
two-trick loss under certain 
circumstances—as in today’s deal, 
for example. 
North, dealer

The bidding: 
North E 
1 spade 
4 no trump 
Pass Pass 
South was a bit fancy in fail- 
ing to show his five-card major 
suit, and North’s four no trump 
was questionable, though not bad. 
The partners were not using any 
four no-trump convention; hence 
North’s bid over game was mere- 
ly a discreet proposal for a slam, 
but his hand was not so much 
better than a “minny” as to make 
this course entirely logical. , 

West woodenly opened the club 
ten. This would have been sound 
if he had been defending against 
three no trump—or if he was try- 
ing to kill, not merely defeat, the 
actual contract—but it had unfor- 
tunate repercussions in this case. 
The jack won and the spade jack 
was allowed to ride. East won 
and returned a heart. Now, with 
only one slim chance for the rest 
of the tricks, declarer won with 
dummy’'s king, cashed his three 
diamond tricks (discarding a club 
from dummy), and then very 
carefully cashed the club ace be- 
fore running the spade suit. 

When the last spade was 
played, South was not embar- 
rassed for a discard, but West's 
status was not so enviable, Dum- 
my was being reduced to only two 
cards—a heart and the club 
queen, Declarer had the ace-nine 
of hearts. And West, who still 
had to discard on the spade, was 
forced to let go either the club 
king, promoting dummy’s queen, 
or a heart. The first alternative 
was so patently suicidal, so West 
gave up a heart, and declarer 
cashed both his cards in that suit. 

Any opening lead other than a 
club would have meant automatic 
defeat of the contract.

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


OMETIMES it takes genera- 
tions for cooks to perfect very 
simple techniques in cooking. 
The following recipe enables me 
to emphasize my point. It is 
about the matter of adding spice, 
Some old-time recipes added the 
spice to the creamed cake mix- 
ture by just sprinkling the meas- 
ured quantity over the top and 
then stirring it in. Others add it 
to the batter during the last few 
stirs. Either of these methods do 
not insure a thorough blending 
of the spice. Actually what hap- 
pens is that some of the spice col- 
lects in tiny balls, never gets 
broken down, just bakes in the 
cake, and results in objectionable 
specks of concentrated spice 
flavor. 

This method of adding boiling 
water to the spice and stirring 
to form a smooth paste does 
three things—provides the best 
opportunity for perfect blending, 
softens the spice powder, and 
starts a quicker release of the 
spicy fragrance. The result is a 
better spice flavor we think than 
if dry spice is added. Then there 
is an advantage in adding the 
spice paste to the creamed mix- 
ture over adding it to the finished 
batter. When flavoring material 
can come directly in contact with 
the fat constituent the flavor 
holds in the cake better than it 
does when the flavoring is added 
after the flour is added. Another 
old-time way was to sift the spices 
with the flour. This did distribute 
them well, but it prevented the 
spice from coming in contact with 
the fat before the flour was 
added. 

Spice Cake, 

Sift cake flour and measure 
one and three-fourths cups; resift 
with one tablespoon baking 
powder, and one-fourth teaspoon 
salt. Combine one teaspoon cine 
namon, one-half teaspoon nut- 
meg, one-half teaspoon cloves and 
a few grains of cayenne and mix 
thoroughly with one and one-half 
tablespoons boiling water. Cream 
one-half cup shortening until soft 
and smooth, blend in three-fourths 
cup sugar and add two beaten 
egg yolks; beat until light and 
fluffy. Stir in spice mixture; 
then add flour mixture, and 
two-thirds cup of whole milk al- 
ternately. Beat egg whites, add 
one-fourth cup sugar and continue 
beating until very thick and 
creamy; fold into batter. Turn 
into two eight-inch cake pans 
which have been lined with waxed 
paper and buttered on the sides, 
and bake in a 875-degree F, oven . 
for about 25 minutes, until springy 
when pressed lightly with finger- 
tips.

Cranberries and apples make @ 
crisp, appetite-provoking salad 
which can be made a day ahead 
thereby saving time on Sunday, 
Combine two cups of gréund crane 
berries with one teaspoon orange 
rind ando one cup sugar. Let 
stand 30 minutes. Meanwhile dis- 
solve one package of.lemon fla- 
vored gelatin in one cup boiling 
water, Add one-half cups cold 
water and allow to cool and 
Slightly congeal. Add the crane 
berries, one-half cup diced cel 
ery, and one diced apple, Chill 
and serve on lettuce leaves, and 
top with mayonnaise.
